Firſt, the Turke with his [word, what lands, nations, 
and countries, what Emptres, kingdomes, pꝛouinces, 
with cities innumerable hath he wonne, not from va, 
but from thee ? Where thy ame was wont to be in⸗ 
uocat ed, there nom rematneth barbarous Mahomet, 
with his filthy Alkaron. The flouriſhing Churches 
in Alia, the learned Churches in Grecia, the manikold 
Churches in Africa, which were wont to ſerne thee, 
now are gon from thee. The ſeuen Churches of Alta, 
with their candlefticks (whom thou didſt ſo long fo:e- 
warne) are now remoned. All the churches where thy 
diligent Apoſtle, S. Paul, thy Apoftles Peter any Iohn, 
and other Apoſt!es, ſo labozfouſſy trauelled, pꝛeaching 
and warring to plant thy Goſpell, are now gone from 
thy Goſpell, In the kingdome of Spzia, Paleſtina, 
Arabta, Perſia, and in Armenia, and the Mr ” 
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Cappadocia, thꝛough the whole compaſſe of Aſia, with 


Egypt and Africa, alſo (vnleſſe amongſt the far Ethi⸗ 


opians ſome old ſteps of Chziſtiantty Tine yet 
Do remaineJother elſe in all Afia and Africa,the church 
hath not one foot of free land, but all is turned eyther 
into infidelttv; oz fo captiutty, whatſoeucr pertaineth 
to thee. And if Aſia and Africa onely were decaped, the 
decay were great, but yet the defection were not ſo v- 
niuerſall: now in Europe a great part alto is ſhzunke 
from thy Church. All Thatia, with the Empire of 
Conſtantinople, all Gꝛecta, Cyprus, Jlliricum, and 
now of late all the king dome almoſt of Hungaria, with 
much of Auſtria, with lamentable flaughter of Chziſti⸗ 
an bloud, is waſted, and all become Turks. Dnely 
a little angle tn the weſt part yet rematneth in ſome 


3 p:ofesfion of thy Mame. But here alacke, comes ano- 


ther miſchiefe as great oꝛ greater then the other: foz 
the Tur ke with his [word is net ſo cruell, but the Bt. 
ſhop of Rome on the ot her ſize is moꝛt fierce and cruell 
againſt vs, ſtirring vp his Biſhovs to hurne ns, his 
confederates to conſptre our deſtruction, letting Rings 
againſt their ſubjects,and ſubjects diſſopally to rebell 
againſt their Pꝛince, and all fo: thy Name. Such dif- 
ſentfon and hoſtilitv Satan hath ſet amongſt vs, that 
Turks be nat moze enemies to Chziſtians, then Chzi⸗ 


ſttans to CThꝛiſtians, Papiſts to Mꝛoteſtants: yea 


Pꝛoteſtants with Pꝛoteſtants doe not agree, but kall 
ent fo: trifles. So that the pooze little flocke of thy 
Church diſtreſſed on euer y ſide, hath neither reſt with- 
out, noꝛ peace within, noz place almoſt in the world, 
where to abide but may cry now from the earth, euen 
as thine owne reuerence cryed once from the Crolle, 
My God, Why haſt thou forſaken me? 

Amongſt vs Engliſhmen here in England. after ſo 
great ſtozmes of perſecution and cruel! murther of ſo 
many martyꝛs.it hath pleaſed thy grace to giue vs theſe 
Alcion dayes which pet we enjoy, c beſeech thy merci⸗ 
full goodnes fill they may continue. But heere alſo, 
alacke, what ſhould we ſay ? ſo many enemies we haue 
that N at this reſt ot tranquillity, and do what they 
can to diſturbe ft.

the Biſhop of Rome, although they eate ofthe fat of the 

land, and haue the beſt pꝛekerments, and offices, & liue 

moſt at eaſe, and aile nothing, vet are they not ther with 

content. They grudge, they mutter. # murmure, they 

conſpire, and take on * vs: it fretteth them that.

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wee liue by them, oꝛ with them, and cannot abide that 
wee ſhould dꝛaw the bare breathing of the apze, when 
they haue all the moſt liberty of the land, and albeit 
thy ſingular goodnes hath gien them a king fo calme, 
ſopattent, ſo inercifull, moꝛe like a naturall Father, 
_ J]P2ince to gouerne ouer them; ſuch as neither 
they no2 their anceſtoꝛs cuer read in the ſtoꝛies of the

Foz that is their hope, that is their golden day, their 
day of Jubilee, which they thirſt fox ſo much: not to 
haue the Loꝛd tome in the clouds, but to haue our blood 
and to ſpill our lines. | 
That, that is it which they wonld haue, and long ſince 
would hane had their wills vpon vs, had not thy gra- 
tious pitty and mercy raiſed vp to vs this our merciful 
King (thy ſeruant Charles) ſomewhat to ſtay their fu« 
ry: fo: whom as wee molt convrgntely gtue thee moſt 
hearty thankes, ſo likewiſe wee beſcech thy heauenly 
Mafeſt p, that as thou haſt giuten him vnto vs, and haſt 
from ſo manikold daungers pꝛeſerned him heretokoꝛe, 
ſo now in his royall ſtate, hee may conrinually be pꝛe⸗ 
ſcrued not onely froin their hands, but from all za 
lignant deuices, w:ounhte, at empted, 02 conceined of 
the enemtes both ghoſtly and bodilv againſt him. In 
this his gouerzmrnt, bee his gouerneur, wee beſeech 
ther: ſo ſhall his Mafeſty well gonerne vs, ik firſt hee 
be gonerned ky thee, muftiplp bis raigne with many 
dayes, and His yeares with much felicity, with aboun⸗ 
dance of veares and life ghoſtly: that he may double the 
veares of his Father, any (if it bee thy pleaſure) that 
hee may ouer⸗grow in Raigning the raigne of all his 
P :eveceſſo:s. 
And becauſe no gauernment can long ſtand without 
good counſell, neither can any counſell be good, ercept 
ke be pzolpcred by thee, bleſle therkoze we beſeech — 
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both his Majeſty, and his honourable Councell, that 
both they rightly may vnderſtand what 1s to be done, 
and be accozdingly may accompliſh that they dor coun-* 
ſell to thy glozy, and furtherance of thy Goſpell, and 
publique wealth of this Realme, 

Furthermoze, wee beſcech ther, Loꝛd Jeſus (who 
with.t e Majeſty of thy generation doſt Dzowne all 
Nobility being the onely Son of God, beire and Loꝛd 


of all things) bleſſe the Nobflity of this Realme and 
of other Ehiiſtian Realmes, ſo as they Chyſlti ny a- 
Ie 


greeing among themſelues, may ſu obilt- 
ty to ſerue thee, o2 elſe let them feele (O Loꝛd) what 
a frindlous thing their Nobility fs without thee. - 

Like wife to all Magiſtrates: ſuch as be adnanced ts 
authozity, o2 place in office, by what name oꝛ title ſoe- 
ner, &tue, wee beſeech thee, a carefull conſcience v 
rightly to diſcharge their duty, that as they bee pubs 
lique perſons to com 
buſe not thett office to their p:inate gafne, 102 Hire be 
reuenge of their gwne affections, but that Juſtice be- 
ing adminiſtred without bzibery, and Equitſe ballan- 
ted without cruelty oz partiality , thinges that bee a- 
miſſe may de refozmed, Uice abandoned, Truth ſup⸗ 
pozted, Innocency reliened, Gods glozy maintained, 
and the Common-wealth truely ſerued. 

But eſpectally to the ſptrituall Miniſters, Biſhops, 
and Paſtoꝛs of roy Church, grant, we beſeech thee (D 
Lozd Pꝛinte of all Paſtozs) that they follow the ſteps 
of thee, of thy Apoſtles , and holy Maztyzs, may not 
ſeeke thoſe thinges which bee their owne, but onely 
which bee thine, not caring bow many Benefices, noz 
what great biſhop2icks they haue: giue them ſuch z3eale 
of :hy Church, as may deuonre them, and grant them 
ſuch ſalt, wherewith the whole people may be ſeaſoned, 
and which = - be vnſauoip, but guickened daily 
be tene pfrit, whereby thy flocke by them may 

In generall, giue to all thy people and the whole ſkate 
of this Realme, ſuch bzotheriy vnity in knowledge of 
thy truth, and ſuch obedfence to their Superfozs, as 
they neither pꝛouoke the ſcourge of God againſt them, 


noz the Pꝛinces ſwoꝛd to bee dzatrne againſt His will, 


ont ok the ſcabbard of long ſifferance where it hath 


been long hid: eſpectalſy, giue thy Goſpell long conti= - 


nance amognſt vs. And if our ſins haue deſerued the 
contrarp, grant, wee beſeech thee, with an —_— 


crue the common-wealth, ſo they a- 
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pentante of that which is paſt, to ioyne an hearty pur- 
poſe of amendment to come. ; 

And koꝛ as much as the Biſhop of Rome ts wont on 
euery Good-friday, to accurſe vs as damnable Here- 
ticks, we here curſe not him, but pꝛay foꝛ him, that he 
with all his partakers either may be turned toa better 
truth, 8: elſe we pray thee (gractous Lozd) that we 
neuer agree with him in doctrine, and that he nay . 
curſe vs ſtill and neuer blefſe vs moꝛe, as he blelled vs 
in Mneene Maries time: God of his mercy keepe awar 
„ krom vs. Finally, inſtead of the Hopes 
blefſings, gtue vs thy bleCing, Lozd we beſeech thee: 
and conſerue the peace of thy Church, and courſe of 
thy blefTed Goſpel. Helpe them that be needy and af: 
flicted: Comfo2t them that be heauy laden: and, abouc 
all things increaſe onr faith, And fozaſmuch as thy 
pooꝛe flocke can ſcarſe haue any place to reſt in this 
_ wozld,come Lo2d, we beſeech thee, with thy Factum 

eſt, and make an end, that this woꝛld may haue 
no moꝛe time oꝛ place here, and that thy 
C durch may haue reſt foz euer.
